Remarks/Arguments: 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the courtesy of the telephone interview. The 
substance of the interview is set forth in the remarks below. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. S 103fa^ 

Claims 26, 27, and 29-41 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as unpatentable 
over U.S. Pat. No. 6,428,565 ("Wisselink") in view of U.S. Pat. No. 5,683,449 ("Marcade"), 
further in view of U.S. Pat. No. 6,344,056 ("Dehdashtian"). Applicants respectfully traverse 
this rejection. 

Independent claim 26 includes "at least two limbs extending from either the first or 
second transition and defining respective openings." As discussed during the interview, the 
Dehdashtian reference fails to disclose "an endovascular graft that branches from a superior 
transition zone," as stated in the Office Action at page 4. The Examiner acknowledged that 
the Dehdashtian reference was cited in error, and agreed that this rejection would be 
withdrawn. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that independent claim 26 is in condition 
for allowance. Claims 27 and 29-41 each depend from claim 26, and therefore are allowable 
at least as dependent on an allowable base claim. 

Applicants respectfully submit that this application is now in condition for allowance. 
Early reconsideration and allowance are respectfully requested.
